Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 -3, 5-1 2, 1 4-1 9, 21 -25, 27-29, 47, 48, 51 , and 52 are allowed. The 
following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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7. Consider claim 1 , the prior art of record, McDonough, Epstein, and Furui fail to 
teach the limitations of "analyzing the voice message to determine if one or more of the 
stored voice representations corresponding to the received user-specified word or 
phrase occur in the voice message and to generate a final criteria measurement value 
associated with the voice message, the final criteria measurement value based on the 
value associated with each determined stored voice representation occurring in the 
voice message" when combined with the other limitations of the claim. Therefore claim 
1 is allowable. 

8. Claims 10, 17, 23, 47, 48, 51, and 52 contain similar limitations as claim 1 and is 
therefore allowable as well. 

9. Claims 3, 5-9, 1 1 , 1 2, 1 4-1 7, 1 8, 1 9, 21 -22, 24-25, 27-29 dependent on and 
further limits claims 1, 10, 17, and 23 and are therefore allowable as well.
